WINDSOR LAD’S DERBY 


HE Maharaja of Rajpipla, like the Aga Khan, 

is an Indian potentate who likes to spend a 
part of his fabulous wealth in the fascinating 
sport of racing. Unlike the Aga Khan, Rajpipla’s 
ruler has a stable which is comparatively modest 
in point of numbers, but concerning one member 
of the stable, a bay 
colt called Windsor 
Lad, His Highness had 
a conviction that he 
was going to win the 
Derby at Epsom Downs 
this year. Accordingly 
he announced to all the 
employes at his estate 
at Old Windsor that 
every man, woman and 
child was to take the 
day off to attend the 
races at Epsom on 
Wednesday, June 6. 
That afternoon, along 
with perhaps half a 
million others, the 
hired hands from 
Old Windsor caught 
glimpses of a drama 
the happy ending of 
which brightened the 
dusky face of their 
master. 

Nineteen went to the 
post for the 155th run- 
ning of the world’s most famous horse race. 
The day was cloudy, with: occasional spots of 
sunshine, and a chilly east wind made the vast 
crowd uncomfortable. At midday a hard rain 
had pelted the gathering thousands, but had not 
lasted long enough to s'ow up the turf course, 
which was hard and fast after three weeks 
without rain, and which, to relieve some of the 
hardness, had been treated by the expert placing 
of 160 tons of peat moss. 

First of the runners to show in front after 
the start was Medieval Knight, a Gay Crusader 
colt. Bondsman was second, Easton third, Wind- 
sor Lad fourth. For half a mile Medieval Knight 
led the way as the field sped toward the bend 
of the huge horseshoe which forms the Epsom 
course. Then he slipped back slightly as Sir Abe 
Bailey’s Tiberius moved forward quickly and 
succeeded him in the lead. As the field rounded 
the difficult downhill Tattenham Corner Tiberius 
still led the way, but Charles Smirke slipped 
Windsor Lad through near the rail at a saving 
of ground and took second place. “Togo” John- 
sione, riding Colombo, Lord Glanely’s unbeaten 
son of Manna, brought the favorite forward on 
the outside as Windsor Lad advanced along the 
inner rail. Straightened out in the long stretch, 
Windsor Lad and Colombo began their battle. 
Between them, as they drew out from the others 
was Lord Woolavington’s Easton, French-foaled 
son of Pharos and *Phaona (a mare now owned 
by W. S. Kilmer), with Gordon Richards up. 
Down the stretch incline the three ran on almost 
even terms to where the course tilts uphill again 
in an incline that demands the stoutest courage of 
the Thoroughbred heart. The great crowd 
cheered as Colombo moved to the front under 
Johnstone’s urging, for the Manna colt, still un- 
beaten, was the most popular horse which had 
gone to the post for the Derby in many years. 
But 50 yards from the finish the favorite 
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“cracked.” Weakening ever so slightly, he was 
passed by Windsor Lad and by Easton, and in 
an instant Windsor Lad was over the finish line, 
winner by a length. Easton defeated Colombo by 
a neck for second money. Tiberius lasted to 
finish fourth, and nothing else in the race was 
close at the finish. William Woodward's Bonds- 
man, only American-owned entry, was eleventh. 

The time of the race was 2:34, equaling Hy- 
perion’s record for the Derby at Epsom, set last 
year. Faster times, however, were made during 
the war years when the “new Derby” was run at 
Newmarket. 

The Derby was worth approximately $44,700 
to the winner’s owner. Easton’s earnings were 
$5,600, Colombo’s $2,800. It was stated after the 
race that the princely owner had presented the 
purse to Marcus Marsh, Windsor Lad’s trainer, 
saying. “You may have the money. The honor 
of winning the Derby is all sufficient for me.” 

Windsor Lad made three starts at two and 
won one. In his first race, the Two-Year-Old 
Sales Stakes at Newmarket, he finished unplaced. 
His next time out he finished fourth to Colombo, 
Medieval Knight and John James in the Rich- 
mond Stakes. In his last start that year, at 
Newmarket in October, he won the Criterion 
Stakes, defeating Bright Bird, Spend a Penny and 
10 others. Prior to the Derby this season he won 
both of his starts. May 8 he won the Chester 
Vase (115 miles), defeating Zelina, Irongrey and 
four others, and on May 15 he won the New- 
market Stakes (11, miles), defeating Flamenco, 
Valerius and eight others. His total earnings 
for his four winning races are approximately 
$65,000. His present owner purchased him as 4 
yearling for 1,300 guineas (about $6,500 at par). 

Windsor Lad is the third Derby winner sired 
by Blandford. The others were Trigo (1929) 
and Blenheim (1930). He is also the sire of 
Udaipur (Oaks, 1932), Campanula (One Thou- 
sand Guineas, 1934), Harinero (Irish Derby and 
St. Leger, 1933, brother to Trigo), Brantome (un- 
beaten at two in France, 1933), etc. Blandford 
himself took part in no classic races but was un- 
beaten at three. Resplendent, dam of Windsor 
Lad, won the Irish One Thousand and Oaks and 
was second to Short Story in the Oaks at Epsom.

EDITORIAL NOTES - 


Cavalcade 
HE opinions of capable judges of horse racing 
are always appreciated by the rank and file 
of the Turf. We are, therefore, glad to have the 
following, under date June 6, at Chicago, from 
the pen of Judge C. J. Fitz Gerald, steward repre- 
senting the Illinois State Racing Commission: 

I was greatly impressed with Cavalcade. He was as 
placid as a mill pond in the paddock before the Ameri- 
can Derby. He stood at ease in his stall at the gate, 
and ran the last part of the race with true workmanlike 
precision. His action, once he gets flattened out, is 
superb. Bob Smith says you can’t hurry him. If he is 
ridden away from the gate, he is all at sea, but, when 
allowed to get well in his stride, you can pick his head 
up and ask him for an eighth in 11 seconds. Discovery 
looked in the pink, and was in the clear a furlong from 
home, when Cavalcade bore down on him and went 
along about his business. Once in front, Garner 
dropped Cavalcade’s head, and you may take it as 
gospel that the winner had a lot in reserve. The funny 
part of it all is that Bob, who is a pretty level-headed 
man, thinks High Quest as good or better than the 
brown colt. Last summer Bob kept telling me that 
High Quest was the best horse he ever trained, and 
don't forget that he had Mars, a horse of great courage 
whose physical characteristics failed to match his heart. 

Trainer Smith is not the only one about the 
Brookmeade Stable who is high on High Quest. 
At Pimlico on Preakness day, the stable foreman, 
an intelligent man of long experience, told the 
writer that High Quest, in his opinion, would ulti- 
mately prove to be the better horse, because of 
his more robust frame and ‘constitution, -and be- 
cause of his being a better doer and a quicker- 
breaker with ability to carry his speed. It may 
work out that way, but it would be hard to so 
convince anyone who has seen the two horses in 
their several races this season. There is no 
doubt in the writer’s mind at all about Caval- 
cade’s ability to have won the Preakness Stakes 
from High Quest in another few strides. How- 
ever, this will make future races of the pair all 
the more interesting. This is not the first in- 
Stance of a trainer and his staff having a higher 
opinion of a top horse’s stablemate. That fre- 
quently happens in large and important estab- 
lishments in America and abroad. 

After the foregoing was put into type, High 
Quest was defeated for the Belmont Stakes by 
Joseph E. Widener’s Peace Chance, which was 
fifth in the Kentucky Derby, won by Cavalcade. 
Peace Chance had in his two starts between the

Kentucky Derby and the Belmont Stakes been 
defeated a nose by First Minstrel in a mile race 
in 1:37 and had won an allowance race at a mile 
in 1:3645 from Tick On, and others. We think, 
as the results now stand, Cavalcade is the 3-year- 
old leader, with Peace Chance his closest rival, 
for unquestionably Peace Chance has improved, 
where others, including High Quest, have gone 
back. The events to come for 3-year-olds hold 
much of interest for lovers of the Thoroughbred 
everywhere. 

Claiming Rule 

ROM a resident of Maryland, a gentleman 

who has long been identified with the Turf, 

a keen observer of racing, one who has done 
much to aid the elevation of the sport, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE is in receipt of the following sug- 
gestion as a substitute for the closed claiming 
rule recently made effective by the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission: 

Any horse is subject to claim (in a race so condi- 
tioned) by the licensed trainer, or the duly appointed 
agent, of any owner, but for the account only of said 
owner, and only in case the owner has horses stabled 
within the racing enclosure on which the racing is 
being conducted and has participated with his horses 
in the actual racing within that enclosure. 

This suggestion was accompanied by an ex- 
pression of the gentleman’s recognition of “the 
irritating feature about the claiming proposi- 
tion,” and his feeling “that race meetings will 
degenerate if horsemen are allowed to run free.” 

There isn’t a doubt in our mind about the 
virtue of this statement. Racing governors and 
track managers recognized the fact when they 
abandoned the closed rule to the favor of the 
open rule for claims. When cliques at certain 
tracks were able to make a racket of claiming, 
and when horses became scarcer for racing, 
managers of those tracks, in some instances, 
perhaps, following the lines of least resistance, 
reverted to the closed rule. 

We think the change suggested by our friend 
in Maryland could be adopted in Kentucky with 
good effect. We, therefore, recommend it to the 
attention of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
misssion.

He (the 
said correspondent) quotes the opinion of a very clever 
and experienced owner and trainer, that Colombo places 
his fore feet down absolutely together. 

This just shows how fallible even the cleverest and 
most experienced writer and trainer may be, because 
photographs show that he does not do this and common 
sense says that he could not possibly do so when ex- 
tended at the gallop. 

As a matter of fact, he, like any other horse, has his 
fore feet extended as far apart from each other as he 
can reach when they are both on the ground and he is 
stretched out in his gallop. 

The two gentlemen referred to are, no doubt, great 
authorities, but I am willing to stake $100 that they 
are wrong. 

Colonel Moss will find no takers for his bet. 
All the photographic evidence available indicates 
that Colombo’s action is not essentially different 


from that of other Thoroughbreds.

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MARYLAND HORSE SHOWS

The Southern Maryland Show 

HE improvement that can be wrought in a 

few short years in the class of horses in a 
community was well shown last Saturday at 
Whitehall, near Annapolis, Md., when the South- 
ern Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association held 
its third annual Spring horse show. Approxi- 
mately 250 entries were spread among the 
eighteen classes for horses and ponies and the 75 
horses shown represented some 40 ownerships. 
The judges were J. O. Williams of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry and Capt. H. R. Kilbourne. 
They performed a sometimes tedious task effici- 
ently and cheerfully, and a real day’s work it 
was. 

In the class for broodmares S. W. Labrot’s 
*Calne Lady, by Friar Marcus, beat Howard 
Buck’s big chestnut daughter of *Royal Canopy, 
Fair Rebel, with S. W. Labrot, Jr.’s, Nobility 
third. The foal class went to a well finished bay 
by the ill-fated Scapa Flow’s brother, Constitu- 
tion, shown by Howard Buck and out of Fair 
Rebel. Mrs. T. C. Hart’s bay son of the Re- 
mount sire, *Gratteur, from Monty was second 
and the Happy Time filly out of *Calne Lady was 
placed third. In the class for young horses suit- 
able to become hunters, Miss Frances Fenwick’s 
Sir Greygrass, a blocky, compact son of *Sir 
Greysteel, beat S. W. Labrot’s lovely chestnut 
filly, Shunette, by Stimulus. Norman Clark’s 
Glen Nita was third. W. O. Siegert’s Porphyry, 
chestnut son of Rockminister, accounted for the 
green hunter event in which he was closely fol- 
lowed by Sapphire Sky, by High Cloud. 

The weather and setting for the show were 
perfect and a crowd of about 2,000 was present. 
There was marked improvement in all divisions, 
both among the entries and the riders, on other 
years and it is a source of great satisfaction to 
the sponsors to note this evidence of the fact 
that the association is really improving the horse 
situation in the community. It is a significant 
fact that, while five of the 18 classes were closed 
to outsiders, in spite of some strong competition 
from away points, the local entries accounted for 
12 classes. 


The Remount Horse Show 


The Remount Horse Show was held for the 
twelfth time Friday, June 1, on the Depot Show 
Ground near Front Royal, Va. A good crowd 
gathered around the ring and in the convenient 
little grandstand to watch the 24 events judged, 
while in the Official Stand was an interested 
party which included Under Secretary of War 
Woodring, and the Army’s Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, Major General Bash, both of whom appeared 
to be enjoying the excellent performance of the 
several entrants. The forenoon was given up to 
breeding classes which were judged by various 
Officials. Col. W. W. West and H. S. Finney 
placing the Thoroughbreds, and Col. A. L. Sin- 
gleton and Majors J. L. Devers and E. W. 
Taulbee the half-breds. The Thoroughbred brood- 
mare class brought out about a dozen mares of 
excellent quality, Dalriader, by Dalhousie out of 
Sudha, winning for the Remount over their Hot- 
wick, by Campfire. George Sloane’s Winburn, 
by Fayette, took third place. Yearling Thorough- 
breds numbered about 25 of both sexes and they 
gave the judges quite a task. After eliminating 
about 15 of the least desirable, it was easier to 


work on what was left, and after some time the 
blue was awarded to a slashing, big, well-boned, 
Maryland-bred son of Trojan from Sister Su- 
perior, by Superman, exhibited by Kenneth N. 
Gilpin. Second honors went to a well-turned 
filly, full of feminine quality, exhibited for the 
Remount by the Commandant’s daughter, Miss 
Helen Wall. The breeding of this filly has 
evaded memory just now. 

Three-year-old Thoroughbreds the writer did 
not see, as he was busy elsewhere when they 
were in the ring, but the 2-year-olds were a very 
nice lot. The winner was the Remount’s well- 
grown stylish-moving bay daughter of Louverne 
from Gem of the Ocean, with the two grays by 
*Coaq Gaulois shown by Dr. Allen next in line. 
The last of the breeding classes was reserved 
until after the luncheon intermission, it being the 
Thoroughbred stallion class. Drawing six en- 
tries, of which one declined the issue, this was 
one of the best classes of the show and one of 
the hardest to judge in some ways. Four of the 
entries were from the Remount Depot and too 
much credit for their excellent condition cannot 
be given to Sergeant Rutherford, for many years 
in charge of the depot stallions. The only civilian- 
owned entry, *Dear Herod, by The Tetrarch— 
Carina, lacked class and was out of it entirely. 
This class was judged by the writer and Maj. 
E. W. Taulbee and we finally decided that the 
fine quality and excellent balance of Black 
Toney’s son, Bay Beauty, out of the Cunard mare 
Blushing Beauty, appealed to us more than the 
powerful, rugged type of *Light Brigade’s son, 
Beau Gallant, from the Peter Quince mare Baffle. 
Third ribbon went to the Whitney-bred Groucher, 
a fine type of chestnut, by Whisk Broom II out 
of Calamity Jane, by Pennant. The massive, big- 
jawed Goldstick was fourth. It was just a mat- 
ter of preference of type which decided this class, 
as any one of the first four placed stallions is 
good enough horse to show and win with any- 
where. This was the first Remount show the 
writer had attended in several years and it was 
remarkable to learn after the show was over how 
many ribbons we had awarded to Government 
horses. It would be interesting to see how that 
quartet of sires would show at England’s great 
show at Islington. My guess is that all of them 
would be deemed worthy of King’s Premiums. 


PIMLICO FUTURITY CANCELLED 


The Pimlico Futurity, $40,000 added, scheduled 
for the fall meeting at Pimlico the first two 
weeks in November, was cancelled by the Board 
of Directors of the Maryland Jockey Club. The 
announcement was made June 4 and at that time 
it was stated that no action was taken on the 
1935 running, which has $25,000 added. This 
event was not run in 1933. As was the case of 
last year, the nomination fees will be returned. 
Other stakes to be run at Pimlico will close 
August 15. 


BACK HOME 


Black Hose and Brides Cake, 2-year-old fillies 
by Black Toney, were transferred recently from 
William Hurley’s division of the E. R. Bradley 
stable at Washington Park to Idle Hour Stock 
Farm at Lexington. Slight foot troubles caused 
them to be returned to the farm, where they can 
continue training and also receive regular 
diathermy treatments. Olin Gentry has 17 horses 
training over the private course at Idle Hour, in- 
cluding the Kentucky Derby winner Brokers Tip.

Dwyer Stakes 


HE Dwyer Stakes, one mile and a half, $5,000 

added, on June 23 at Aqueduct, will be the 
next major offering for 3-year-olds in the Empire 
State. Chicstraw, High Quest, Cavalcade and 
Roustabout are nominees and Racing Secretary 
John Kane hopes to present the best field this 
event has attracted in some seasons, though in- 
ducements in the West, such as the $10,000 La- 
tonia Derby, the $25,000 Detroit Derby and the 
$35,000 Classic at Arlington Park may keep the 
majority of these colts in that sector. The route 
would appear made to order for Cavalcade, but if 
there’s no heat in Time Clock’s ankle, or Good 
Goods shows well, one of these may represent 
Mrs. Sloane. There will not be another 3-year- 
old race of significance in New York prior to the 
Travers Stakes at Saratoga Springs, Empire 
City having dropped its Derby, just a good selling 
race in recent years. The greatest handicap in 
New York stakes in competition with other 
tracks is the fact that the Eastern managers 
offer no inducements for the gate attractions.

Lady Reigh 

EIGH COUNT is siring horses maturing slow- 

ly and partial to route racing. Mrs. W. 
Plunkett Stewart’s Lady Reigh, a filly George 
Odom raced for $1,500 at Miami last winter, 
scored the most important triumph to date for 
the international star when she beat the weakest 
field in the race’s history for the mile and three- 
eighths Coaching Club American Oaks. She was 
a long time making good on Old Rosebud’s prom- 
ises for her as a yearling in this space. Lady 
Reigh’s was Odom’s second Coaching Club 
American Oaks winner, Broomstick’s pilot hav- 
ing saddled Nimba for Marshall Field in 1927. 
The race this season netted the winner $9,575, 
thus yields its place as America’s richest 3-year- 
old filly stakes to the Alabama, which with 
$15,000 guaranteed will exceed $11,000 to the 


winner. This may be Lady Reigh. She's an 
eligible.

money gleaner of the year. Trainer Bob Smith 
still holds the notion that High Quest may, but 
that colt is a bit too leggy, in Old Rosebud’s opin- 
ion. This legginess caused him to flounder and 
injure himself at the start of the Withers Stakes, 
when the track was muddy. Cavalcade is the 
good little horse. He should wear better, be more 
adaptable to tracks, weight, etc. [Since the fore- 
going was written, High Quest has finished 
second to Peace Chance for the Belmont Stakes.

Equipoise 

HE incomparable Equipoise likely will make 

his fifth 1934 appearance on the Fourth of 
July. “That'll be in the Stars and Stripes, at 
Arlington Park, or the Independence Handicap, 
at Rockingham, depending upon which hangs out 
the most money,” advises Trainer Tom Healey. 
The former is of $10,000 added, the latter, not yet 
closed, $7,500. Cyn it be that Manager Lou 
Smith will increase the stakes at Salem? Each 
is at 9 furlongs. Triner Healey has expressed 
partiality for the New England climate, but 
Equipoise doubtless will make at least one ap- 
pearance at Arlington Park, in the Arlington 
Handicap, which he won under 135 in 1933. 
The chestnut is holding his flesh better than 
last year. A $25,000 weight-for-age special at 
Detroit, designed to attract Cavalcade and Equi- 
poise, and the Hawthorne Gold Cup, also at 
weight-for-age and having $25,000 added, loom 
his best chances for overhauling Sun Beau. The 
Detroit race, to present plans, will follow that at 
Chicago, in late August.

Go Quick 
NDREW JACKSON JOYNER, dean of Ameri- 
can trainers and one of the best judges of 
horsefiesh this writer has known, is handling a 
steady-going, classy sort of filly for George D. 
Widener in the juvenile Go Quick, winner of four 
straights and second in her other two starts. 
She’s a daughter of Haste from Parasol, by 
*Trompe la Mort, the mare having been sent to 
Haste when she failed to produce anything of 
note bred to such as Whisk Broom II and St. 
James. Go Quick at present has a mild skin af- 
fection and will rest until Saratoga, according 
to present plans. She had such nice youngsters 
as Rough Diamond, Sunned and New Flag back 
of her in one Belmont venture. 


Purses 

QUEDUCT, Empire City and Saratoga will 

offer the same $900 to $1,200 purses as at 
Belmont Park, one hears, but at the former two 
tracks there are but four stakes each. Between 
this and Saratoga’s opening, there will be just 
two stakes worth as much as $5,000 added de- 
sided in New York. The good overnight offer- 
ings may keep divisions of the best stables in the 
East for Empire City, but those Rockingham 
Park and Chicago stakes are made for the best 
of New York's horses.

Steeplechasers 


TEEPLECHASE stakes at Belmont Park are 


not as attractive as they once were. The 
International Steeplechase on opening day drew 
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a field of seven, the Appleton Memorial five, and 
the Corinthian and Meadow Brook Steeplechases 
three each. J. E. Widener’s 10-year-old Arc 
Light won both the Corinthian and Meadow- 
brook. Rigan McKinney, who leased the Hitch- 
cock jumpers following the death of Mrs. Hitch- 
cock, was well in front in races won and winning 
mounts near the close of the Belmont Park ses- 
sion, thereby decreasing the already low earning 
power of the professionals. Some horsemen have 
advanced the belief there are proportionately too 
many opportunities for fencers. There will be 
one every day at Aqueduct.

Burgoo King 

URGOO KING, winner of the 1932 Kentucky 

Derby and Preakness Stakes for Col. Ed 
Bradley, has proved that the electric heat treat- 
ments, some handling to harness and cart, aug- 
mented by plenty of patience, were entirely suc- 
cessful in bringing him back to the races reason- 
ably sound and little less formidable than when 
he went wrong in the Withers mud. He has 
taken two in a row at Belmont Park, not being 
unplaced this season, and, with Ladysman, will 
be seeing Equipoise around Arlington Park next 
month. Each will have to be favored with a con- 
siderable pull in the weights to prove dangerous 
to the champion handicapper, in most folk’s opin- 
ions. The treatment has been successfully ap- 
plied to Tick On also, though the brown horse is 
hardly as stout as Burgoo King—never was after 
they turned three.

Distinguished Cripples 


REENTREE STABLE has been as unfortun- 

ate as Brookmeade has fortunate with its 
top 3-year-olds. The able Trainer William Bren- 
nan began the season with a whole covey of what 
appeared strong candidates for rich prizes in this 
class, First Minstrel, Spy Hill, Black Buddy and 
*Soon Over. Now, all but Black Buddy, the last 
to come off the farm, are in Kentucky, with a 
possibility that the first two will never race 
again. Black Buddy is training slowly, following 
illness, and at best is now considered only a good 
sprint prospect. 


Sore Shins 


UCKED shins are plentiful among Long 

Island juveniles. Horsemen ascribe much of 
this to schooling and working from the stall gate. 
A large percentage of the youngsters in the East 
came into racing from the farms, where they 
didn’t have much chance of bucking. Sore shins 
are keeping numerous juveniles in their stalls 
and annually is the real reason for a lot of the 
“Johnny-Come-Latelies.”

Parole and Iroquois 


IERRE LORILLARD II, whose father raced 

Parole and Iroquois, was at Belmont Park to 
see the Coaching Club American Oaks. He re- 
calls Parole, winner of two Saratoga Cups and 
the 1879 City and Suburban, as a gelding of great 
rein-length, “but with the smoothest action I ever 
saw.” Of Iroquois, winner of the Epsom Derby 
in 1881, he declared, ‘‘There’s no telling how good 
he would have been with better handling.” Mr. 
Lorillard believes the horses of today are “just 
as good as horses ever were.” 


THE NIPPON DERBY 


HE photograph from which was made the 

picture on the front page of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE this issue was sent by K. Tanaka, Secre- 
tary of the Tokyo Keiba Club (Tokyo Race 
Club), Fuchumachi, near Tokyo, Japan. It shows 
the start of the third running of the Nippon 
Derby, officially called the Tokyo Yushun Race, 
decided on April 22, at the course of the Tokyo 
Keiba Club. This club was established at Meguro 
until last autumn. There the club’s race meet- 
ings had been held for 27 years. As Thorough- 
bred horses in Japan became better and racing 
more flourishing the Meguro plant, which had 
contributed much to the growth of interest in 
the sport, was found to be too small. The club 
decided to build this greater plant in the suburbs 
of Tokyo city, and the construction was complet- 
ed last year. 

On the Nippon Derby Day this year, Princes 
Kitashirakawa and Takeda honored the club with 
their presence and a great assemblage was on 
the grounds to enjoy the racing. 

The Tokyo Yushun Race is for 3-year-olds, 
colts and fillies, colts carrying 55 kilograms 
(about 121 pounds) and fillies 53 kilograms 
(about 116'4 pounds), one mile and a half. The 
payments required were 50 yen ($25) first entry, 
December 10, 1932; 50 yen, second entry, July 10, 
1933; 100 yen third entry, January 30, 1934, and 
5 yen, March 1, 1934. 

It is a matter of unusual interest that Fray 
Mor, winner of the race, Te Mor, which finished 
second, and Denko, which was third, are all by 
Shian Mor, bay horse, 1925, by Buchan—Orlass, 
by Orby out of Simon Lass, by Simontault. 
Shian Mor was bred by Lady Sykes at Sledmere 
Stud in England, and was sold as a yearling to 
Maj. J. S. Courtland for 4,500 guineas, the high- 
est price for any of the Sledmere youngsters in 
1925. He raced brilliantly as a 2-year-old, failed 
to stay as a 3-year-old, though he finished third 
to Call Boy and Hot Night in the Derby at 
Epsom. In December, 1927, he was sold by 
Major Courtland to Baron Iwasaki, a well known 
Japanese breeder, and was sent to Japan to begin 
stud duty the following year. 

Mr. Tsuchida, being the breeder as well as the 
owner of Fray Mor, received 10,000 yen of the 
club’s prize money, 10,230 yen of the stakes money, 
a gold cup to the owner of the winner, and 1,500 
yen and a silver cup, the breeder’s premium. Te 
Mor brought his owner 3,500 yen of the prize 
money and 4,500 yen of the stakes money, while 
Denko’s owner received 2,000 yen of the prize 
money and 2,557 yen of the stakes money. 

Fray Mor is out of Asteria, brown mare, foaled 
1926 in the stud of J. B. Joel in England, by 
Othello out of Astafieva, by Sunstar from Aunt 
Hetty, by Love Wisely. 


RETURNS TO THE TURF 


Irving H. Wheatcroft has revived his St. James 
Stable and has three 2-year-olds to carry his 
colors at Blue Bonnets. The youngsters are Daz- 
zling Ray, chestnut filly by Lovetie—Simlah, by 
*Armeath II; Love Broker, bay colt by Lovetie— 
Dazzling Ray, by *Giganteum; and Vial, chestnut 
filly by Kingship—-Vashni, by *Bowling Brook. 
The trainer is Dalton Muir, of Toronto, a former 
jockey. It is stated that Mr. Wheatcroft intends 
to add to the string by the purchase of several 
other horses at Toronto where he is now living. 
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RACE HORSE TRAINING - 


HE Kentucky Derby, run as it is in that land 

of renowned Thoroughbreds, is the outstand- 
ing classic event in America’s Horse Kingdom. 
There have been 60 of those important events. 
To have trained one winner is an unforgetable 
thing, and, with what goes with the term “racing 
luck,” a single victory might easily be considered 
a fortuitous adven- 
ture, but to have 
trained four  win- 
ners, to say nothing 
of having had a first 
and second in two of 
those great races, as 
Horatio James 
(Dick ) Thompson 
has done (thus hon- 
estly acquiring the 
affectionate sobri- 
quet of ‘‘Derby 
Dick’’), seratches 
the word ‘“fortui- 
tous,” and leaves it 
beyond conjecture 
as the fruit of pre- 


rT 


meditate achieve- 
ment. No trainer in 
American history 


can boast of such 
another accomplish- 
ment. Is it, there- 
fore, any wonder 
that his fame is em- 
blazoned in the eyes 
of Thoroughbred 
trainers all over the 
world? 

Having always 
been fond of horses, 
‘*‘Derby Dick’’ 
Thompson _ started 
his training career 
with trotters, in 
about 1895. He 
worked for about a 
year with Edward F. Geers, one of the most fa- 
mous trotting horse trainers of all time. After 
that he was with Dave McClary for a couple of 
years, and was around the Grand Circuit, until 
1902, when he shifted to the runners. Among his 
early employers was the famous plunger “Lucky” 
Baldwin, owner of Rancho Santa Anita and 
scores of good horses, among them Emperor of 
Norfolk and Rey el Santa Anita, winners of the 
American Derby. 


After having been on the Pacific Coast four or 
five years, Mr. Thompson entered the employ of 
Col. E. R. Bradley in 1909 and succeeded the late 
Cliff Hammond as trainer of the first string of 
the stable carrying the famous Idle Hour Farm’s 
“white with green hoops.”’ During the years of 
that employment he has handled scores of horses, 
among them these which have made Turf his- 
tory: Black Toney, Black Servant, Behave Your- 
self, Bubbling Over, Bagenbaggage, Boot to 
Boot, Blue Larkspur, Buddy Bauer, Burgoo King 
and Brokers Tip. 

The yearlings at Idle Hour are generally picked 
up about July 1, but this year they will be taken 
up the first of August. Mr. Thompson believes 
the most important feature in the early training 
of a yearling is, “to get a mouth on him.” “A 
horse’s mouth,” says he, “is the tenderest thing

in the world, and must be handled with delicate 
care. Few are aware that when whiskey stimu- 
lant is necessarily administered, unusual care 
must be taken in its dilution, or it will seriously 
scald the interior of the mouth.” 


To Mr. Thompson, the first and most important 
step is bitting. A bit is put in the yearling’s 
mouth, and he is led around on a shank for about 
10 days. After this, a pad and surcingle are put 
on. The surcingle takes the place of a girth, and 
for four or five days the youngster is walked 
about in this manner. At the end of this time, a 
boy is put upon him (or her), but no stirrups are 
allowed until the yearling is thoroughly accus- 
tomed to the saddle. The youngsters are kept 
under the enclosed shed for about three weeks. 
At Idle Hour Farm plenty of time is taken in the 
breaking of yearlings for, as Mr. Thompson says, 
“any bad habit contracted at this time sticks for 
life.”’ 

The yearlings are next started in to gallop, 
and are gradually worked, beginning slowly, 
until, by easy stages, the distance and speed is 
increased to a quarter of a mile, and until they 
are ready for their trials, about the middle of 
September. After the preliminary trials, two or 
three weeks are taken, to let them down, and 
during that time they are schooled in starting 
and receive their first training in good post man- 
ners. The yearlings are never shod, unless the 
ground is baked, in which case plates are put on 
to keep their hoofs from cracking. 

About the middle of January the older horses 
are taken up, followed by the 2-year-olds the first 
of February. By this time Mr. Thompson knows 
the characteristics, and peculiarities, of each in- 
dividual. He says, “‘a horse has as much charac- 
ter as a man.”’ By March 1, the horses are breez- 
ing a quarter of a mile. All early work at Idle 
Hour is done in an open field. A track is impro- 
vised on the Turf. There the horses are galloped 
and breezed until weather conditions permit them 
to work on the training track. Mr. Thompson 
says he has not, he believes, been on the training 
track, more than three times during March in 
the past four or five years. Gradually the horses 
are increased from a quarter to a half. If a 
horse is being “prepped” for the Derby, he is 
naturally taken along faster, but it takes until 
the middle of April to get him up to a mile. A 
stiff work is given seven or eight days before the 
race, at Derby distance, and a race or two is 
given, if possible at shorter distances before the 
Classic Stake. 

“Horses,” says “Derby Dick,” “change greatly 
between their second and third years. You may 
have acquired a high opinion of a certain horse 
in the fall of the year only to find, when you take 
him up for the spring training, that he is a com- 
pletely changed individual. You must always 
allow yourself to be guided by your horse’s con- 
formation, and the way he does in the stable.” 

Mr. Thompson believes in feeding little at a 
time, but feeding often. He advocates giving 4 
horse anything he will eat: plenty of hay, green 
stuff, carrots, etc. He also feeds corn during the 
winter. He says a horse has the _ smallest 
stomach, his size considered, in the animal king- 
dom, and therefore he feeds little and often. 

In March, the horses are fed four times a day— 
3:30 a. m., 11 a. m., 4:30 p. m., and 9 p.m. The 
feed box is only left in the stall for an hour, and 
is then removed whether the feed is consumed or 
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not. He finds that a horse will generally finish 
poth his night feeds, in short order, and then lie 
down to rest. When he walks through the barn 
at 10 o’clock, at night, if all is well, the horses 
have finished their feed, and are stretched out in 
repose. 

Mr. Thompson says it is a pretty good doer, 
which will eat 10 quarts of grain a day. He finds 
that light 3-year-old fillies will race~on seven 
quarts. The champion Blue Larkspur ate 10 
quarts a day all summer, as did Brokers Tip, 
whereas Bubbling Over and Behave Yourself took 
nine quarts and Burgoo King eight to nine quarts. 

No bandages are used in the Bradley barn, 
unless it is absolutely necessary. After a horse 
is worked, he is walked, cooled out and rubbed 
down. Mr. Thompson insists that all his horses’ 
legs be rubbed thoroughly after they are walked. 
This is to reestablish normal circulation. No 
horse is bandaged when he is put away, unless he 
is suffering from leg trouble. Mr. Thompson does 
not believe in firing, except for splints, curbs, or 
bony growths. 

“Derby Dick,” is acknowledged by authorities, 
to be one of the greatest filly trainers in America. 
He says a filly’s training differs widely from that 
ofacolt. “Fillies,” he says, “require a great deal 
more care and attention. They are more delicate, 
and, therefore, unable to stand as much ‘prep- 
ping.’ A filly can be trained on just one-half the 
work that it takes to get a colt ready. 

“An example of this was the training of the 
good filly Busy Signal for the Latonia Oaks. 
Busy Signal had never been over a mile. Previ- 
ous to the stake she worked a mile and a quarter 
in 2:10. This was all the preparation she had 
had before the race, and yet she came on to beat 
Cleopatra, in the record-smashing time of 2:02%4. 
The latter was probably the best 3-year-old of 
her year (1920), of either sex. Four years later 
Befuddle received the same light training for the 
Latonia Oaks of 1924, and when the race was run 
she defeated Princess Doreen, covering the dis- 
tance in 2:02, which still stands as the record for 
the race. Barn Swallow is of the same light 
type, and does not require much work before a 
race.” 

Bazaar, in Mr. Thompson’s opinion, is the best 
filly he has trained. She is built more like a colt, 
than a filly; is big and rangy, and able to stand 
more work than any of the others mentioned. 
Her Kentucky Derby work was one mile and a 
quarter in 2:0445. It was intended that she be 
properly worked on Saturday, the week before 
the big race, but owing to an unforseen compli- 
cation Jockey Meade was not available and she 
was sent the stiff mile and a quarter on Wednes- 
day, three days before the race. In spite of the 
fact that it is a task, verging on the impossible 
to get fillies ready to do their best in the spring 
of the year, in time for the Derby, he still feels 
that had Bazaar had her stiff ‘prep’ at the time 
intended her performance in the Derby might 
have made a different story. 

Bit of White, one of the gamest of them all, 
was a freak filly. In the fall of 1921, when she 
was three, she weighed only 780 pounds, yet she 
trained to win, pulled up, the Louisville Cup, a 
two-mile race, in which her time was 3:2234, 
which still stands as the record for the distance 
at Churchill Downs. The American two-mile 
record is Exterminator’s 3:2115 at Belmont Park 
as a 5-year-old in 1920. . 

The fastest mile that Brokers Tip worked for 
the Derby was 1:50. It rained all that spring, 
and the track was deep in mud. Seven or eight 


days before the Kentucky Derby, he was worked, 
along with three others, and went a mile and a 
quarter in 2:07, going the last quarter in :24%. 
There are none to say just how good this son of 
Black Toney from *Forteresse, by Sardanapale, 
was, for after winning the Derby in a neck and 
neck finish with Head Play, he popped osselets, 
in the Preakness, and has not flaunted colors 
since. Big and gawky as a youngster, nothing 
much was done with him until the spring of his 
3-year-old career. 

Burgoo King wintered so badly, that, as late as 
the first of March, ‘“Dick’’ Thompson wrote 
Colonel Bradley, he thought he would be unable 
to prepare the colt for the Kentucky Derby. He 
improved, however, so quickly through the in- 
creased dosage of vitamins contained in fish oils 
(much as an undernourished child responds to 
similar treatment, even to the cure of Rickets) 
that he was trained on. He started in a race at 
Lexington previous to the big event at Churchill 
Downs, which he won. 

Bubbling Over, Black Servant and Behave 
Yourself, all had a mile and an eighth race before 
their respective Kentucky Derby races. Bubbling 
Over set a new track record in this ‘prep’ race, 
covering the route in 1:49%5. His last work for 
the Derby was one and one-quarter in 2:084%, 
though he was not expected to work better than 
2:09 or 2:10. 

One of Colonel Bradley's pet theories is sun- 
light, and more sunlight, for his horses. His barn 
at Belmont Park includes an auxiliary roofless 
enclosure, in which the string is turned out every 
day from 12:30 until 4:00 in the afternoon, for 
the entire duration of the meeting at that track. 
“An average horse,’”’ says Mr. Thompson, “is shut 
up in his stall all day, and only gets three- 
quarters of an hour of sunlight out of twenty- 
four. Horses, like people, thrive in the sunlight 
and open air.” 

Colonel Bradley spares no expense in exploiting 
at his ideal breeding establishment every modern 
scientific process and practice for the health and 
betterment of his Thoroughbreds, the home breds 
now extending into four generations. 

Modernly equipped houses for diathermal, and 
ultra violet ray treatments, operated by experi- 
enced practitioners are at hand. Water from the 
famous Mountain Valley Spring is shipped in 
huge metallic drums, exclusively for the use of 
horses in training. Every minute physical at- 
tribute is carefully supervised by specialists. 
Even the eyes of the horses are examined scien- 
tifically at regular intervals, by well known ocu- 
lists. It is commonly asserted that the prere- 
quisite of success in racing is to breed a good 
horse—to begin with. However how many good 
horses might not have been lost, if less care, and 
attention to details—so frequently ignored, or en- 
tirely overlooked, had not been exercised. 

Colonel Bradley’s unstinted efforts in every di- 
rection, have created at Idle Hour Farm, a 
unique and unexcelled environment for the breed- 
ing and development of his much beloved Thor- 
oughbred strains. With all of th@se surroundings 
it is to be hoped that “Derby Dick” will add 
again, another foursome of Kentucky Derby 
champions, to his fulsome list of winners. More 
power to you, Dick!

PEACE CHANCE AND PLAT EYE 


NTER Peace Chance as a candidate for the 

3-year-old championship, and a_ speedy, 
hustling candidate, too. Cavalcade won the Ken- 
tucky Derby; then his stable companion, High 
Quest, takes his measure in the Preakness 
Stakes; now Peace Chance beats the latter easily, 
and by several lengths, for the Belmont Stakes, 
the only counterpart of the English Derby run 
in America. Cavalcade beat Peace Chance at 
Churchill Downs, but it would have been nothing 
less than a super horse which could have over- 
come the interference Peace Chance met leaving 
the stalls for the Derby start. 


High Quest scored a close decision over his 
stable companion at Pimlico, and the general be- 
lief was that Cavalcade was the better horse of 
the pair in that race, but in his serious moments 
Bob Smith, who developed and trained both 
horses, believes High Quest a shade the best. 
High Quest may have been a little short of his 
best in the Belmont Stakes. The cut he received 
as he slipped coming out of the stalls at the 
start of the Withers Stakes, had been a source of 
worry to his trainer and naturally interfered 
somewhat with his preparation for the Belmont 
Stakes. 


It was by no means sure that he would start 
until the morning of the race. It was necessary 
to have the approval of the veterinarian for the 
company in which the horse was insured, or stand 
a chance of forfeiting the policy, before sending 
High Quest to the post. This was forthcoming, 
as well as the O. K. of Mr. Smith’s own vet, but 
the trainer said after the race, “if he could have 
had one more good gallop under his belt, the 
result might have been different.” High Quest 
come out of the race in good condition. 


It would have taken a good horse, indeed, to 
have beaten Peace Chance in this one mile and a 
half race. High Quest was the leader to the 
stretch with Peace Chance, skilfully handled by 
Wayne Wright, never far away. Entering the 
straight run for the finish, Wright sent his 
mount to the front with no apparent effort, to 
win as his rider willed by five lengths. The time, 
2:2915, was the best time made in the race, at 
the distance, at Belmont Park. 


This was the third Belmont Stakes victory for 
Mr. Widener. Last year, Hurryoff carried his 
silks to success and seven years ago Chance Shot, 
sire of Peace Chance, gave him his first triumph 
in the historic event. Henry McDaniel, who 
trained Peace Chance last year, has always main- 
tained that he was a first-class horse. When 
Hurryoff was brought to the paddock for the race 
last year, Peace Chance, for a lesson in paddock 
manners, was with him. Someone in the crowd 
observing both horses, pointed to Peace Chance 
and asked Trainer McDaniel if that was the one 
which was to race. 

“Not this time,” replied McDaniel, “he is the 
one that will win the Belmont Stakes next year.” 
That conviction still was held by McDaniel as the 
field went postward Saturday. 

Plat Eye again showed that he is the best 
juvenile yet to come to the races in the East, by 
an easy victory in the National Stallion Stakes, 
the most valuable race for the youngsters for the 
season to date. He beat Psychic Bid even more 
easily than in the Juvenile Stakes. Plat Eye 
belongs to that class of “handsome is as does.” 


There is nothing in his appearance to indicate his 
quality. He has bad knees, bad ankles and a 
club foot, but he can run and that is what a 
Thoroughbred is supposed to do. 

The intelligent ride given the colt had much, if 
not all, to do with the victory. The running 
clearly evinced the desire of Plat Eye to run on 
the rail. A furlong out Psychic Bid, on the in- 
side of Plat Eye, but well out from the rail, 
seemed to have the advantage. The wily Coucci, 
however, knowing the disposition of his mount 
and noting plenty of room between his rival and 
the rail, quickly took back and went to the rail, 
In that position Plat Eye bounded away with an 
amazing burst of speed and scored an_ easy 
victory. 

Belmont Day was another big day at Turf 
Headquarters. Notwithstanding a high, cool 
wind and threatened rain, which happily did not 
materialize until the end of the day and then only 
in minute doses, the crowd was but little less 
than that of Decoration Day. Not since the 
Golden Twenties has Belmont Park had such a 
glorious and successful session of racing.

PEACE CHANCE WINS THE BELMONT 

In the 1908 renewal of the Belmont Stakes 
Fair Play caught the unbeaten Colin slowing up 
near the finish line, made a strong challenge and 
almost succeeded in overtaking the great son of 
Commando. When Colin defeated Fair Play in 
the forty-second running of the Belmont he broke 
a golden chain which has been woven into the 
history of the *Australian line in America. Fair 
Play’s sire and grandsire had won the Belmont, 
and five other male line descendants of *Austra- 
lian (Joe Daniels, Springbok, Algerine, Ildrim, 
Masterman) had captured the famous fixture, 
closely patterned after England’s Derby. But in 
the stud Fair Play has had his revenge. In the 
last 15 renewals of the Belmont Stakes he has 
been the sire of three winners (Man o’ War, Mad 
Play, Chance Shot) and the grandsire of four 
(American Flag, Crusader, by Man o’ War; Fair- 
eno, by Chatterton; Peace Chance, by Chance 
Shot). 

Peace Chance, which ran a great race to win 
the sixty-sixth running of the Belmont Stakes 
($25,000 added, 3-year-old colts and fillies, 14 
miles), was the second successive winner of the 
fixture to carry the colors of Joseph E. Widener, 
president of the Westchester Racing Association 
and a sportsman of international reputation. Last 
year Mr. Widener won with Hurryoff, a_ colt 
which had been entered in a claiming race for 
$4,000 a few days before the running. In 1927 
Mr. Widener had won with Chance Shot, Peace 
Chance’s sire. Peace Chance emulated Hurryoff 
in that the Belmont brought out the best race of 
his career. But Peace Chance, unlike Hurryoff, 
had revealed class previous to last Saturday, and 
the improvement he showed in winning the Bel- 
mont Stakes resulted in one of the best perform- 
ances seen on an American race course in years. 
If the published fractional timing of the race is 
accepted, Peace Chance ran the last quarter-mile 
in 23°5 seconds to win by six lengths from the 
Brookmeadé Stable’s High Quest. Three lengths 
back of High Quest at the finish was his stable- 
mate, Good Goods, son of Neddie and *Brocatelle, 
Toro’s dam. Another length and a half back A. 
C. Schwartz’s Gay Monarch beat out the Man- 
hasset Stable’s Rose Cross for fourth money. The 
following chart, taken principally from that pre- 
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pared for Daily Racing Form and other papers, 
tells the detailed story of the race:

PEACE CHANCE, fractious at the post, was taken to 
outside of stalls, followed the pace under steady 
restraint, came to outside of the leader entering the 
stretch and drew away. HIGH QUEST was rated in 
front under steady restraint, saved ground throughout, 
but tired in the final furlong. GOOD GOODS improved 
his position steadily when called upon, but could not 
menace the leaders. GAY MONARCH was outrun to the 
far turn, improved his position steadily and finished 
well to outlast ROSE CROSS. The latter moved up 
under pressure rounding the far turn, but hung at the 
end. CHICSTRAW was placed under steady restraint 
in the early running, but flattened out when called 
upon. ROUSTABOUT could not keep up. SIR THOMAS, 
well up in the early stages, was bothered nearing the 
far turn and then faltered.

Four days before the Belmont running Trainer 
Robert A. Smith had sent out High Quest and 
Good Goods in a 12-furlong trial. The two colts 
went the distance in 2:35, Good Goods handily, 
High Quest driving, but High Quest ‘pulled up 
lame, Mack Garner dismounted, led him back to 
the stable. At first the trainer feared a bad 
lameness, but after an examination he concluded 
that it was only a slight soreness from the cut 
which High Quest had inflicted on himself when 
he “grabbed his quarter’? and stumbled at the 
start of the Withers Stakes. In fact, the lame- 
ness was virtually gone by the time the colt 
reached his stable. Nevertheless High Quest’s 
starting for the Belmont remained doubtful until 
the morning of the race. When Trainer Smith 
finally decided to send him to the post he was 
quite confident of victory; he believed High Quest 
the best 3-year-old of the year, better even than 
his stablemate Cavalcade. 

The start of the Belmont was delayed briefly 
by Peace Chance’s usual cutting up at the post. 
George Cassidy ordered him to be placed outside 
the stalls and in a moment the field was away to 
a good start. High Quest immediately stepped 
into the lead and took the rail, followed in order 
by Peace Chance, Sir Thomas and Chicstraw. 
Garner had the leader under restraint as the field 
went around the first turn, but in the backstretch 
the son of *Sir Gailahad III was allowed to open 
up a lead of about two lengths over Peace 
Chance. The challenge of High Quest’s lead came 
on the second turn of the mile-and-a-half track. 
Don Meade called on Chicstraw and immediately 
afterward Wright asked Peace Chance the ques- 
tion. As the two challengers gained on the leader 
Garner began to urge his mount. The extra effort 
spelled the finish of Chicstraw, and in a moment 
he was dropping back. But Peace Chance was 
made of sterner stuff. He came up so fast on the 
outside and s»9 close to High Quest as he flashed 
by that the Brookmeade colt, apparently startled, 
swerved toward the rail. Garner steadied him

and began riding for all he was worth. But the 
fire had burned out in High Quest. Either be- 
cause he was “short” as a result of his Withers 
injury or because he was not good enough, he 
failed completely in the stretch and fell farther 
and farther behind the Widener colt. Peace 
Chance, if the timer was correct, ran a last quar- 
ter which probably is without precedent in the 
annals of the Belmont Stakes. It was, further- 
more, the fastest Belmont ever run at 12 furlongs. 

Peace Chance, like many another scion of the 
Fair Play tribe, showed much improvement from 
two to three. At two he started seven times, won 
two races, was second three times, earned $1,400. 
His best effort in stakes company was a second 
to Sgt. Byrne in the Remsen Handicap, in which 
he received a concession of three pounds from 
the winner. After finishing second in his last 
three starts at two, Peace Chance was put away 
for the year and wintered at his owner’s Elmen- 
dorf Farm, Lexington. This spring he and the 
other Widener horses were sent to Churchill 
Downs. Peace Chance’s first start of the year 
was in a mile allowance race on May 1 in which 
he carried 10514 pounds, won by four lengths and 
set a new track record of 1:3545. His next effort 
was in the Kentucky Derby, in which he misbe- 
haved at the post and experienced poor racing 
luck, finishing fifth. At Belmont Park May 21, 
in a mile race, he was beaten a nose by First 
Minstrel, which was conceding him eight pcunds, 
running the mile in 1:37. On May 28 at Belmont 
Park, under 10614 pounds, he beat Tick On (120) 
four lengths to win a mile event in 1:3645. His 
record for this year now stands five starts, three 
wins, one second, $45,060 earned. His earnings 
in two seasons are thus $46,460. In the Belmont 
Stakes he took down the richest race of the year 
to date. 

Peace Chance, like Cavalcade, is a first foal.

After Peace 
Chance she produced, in 1932, Shot Proof, a 
brother to Peace Chance which has not started; 
in 1933, a brown filly by Chance Shot or Haste 
which was given to Edwin K. Thomas, master of 
Timberlawn Farm, Paris, Ky. This year she was 
barren and was bred to Chance Shot. *Memories 
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II, Peace Chance’s second dam, was a winner at 
two and produced the winners Recollection, Me- 
morial, Stellanova, Guardian and Dr. Syntax. The 
third dam, Wallflower II, a winner, was sent to 
England as a 2-year-old in 1908, went to France 
in 1909 and later returned to the United States. 
She produced winners in France and America. 
She was sister to Queen Tii and *Hathor, ances- 
tresses of several stakes winners. It is the Queen 
Mary family. 


ROUSTABOUT’S SWIFT STAKES 


C. V. Whitney's Roustabout (117), making his 
fourth start of this year, came from far back to 
head Marshall Field’s Gentle Knight (112) in the 
thirty-third running of the Swift Stakes ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds, seven furlongs) at Belmont 
Park Tuesday, June 5, closing with a fine drive 
in the stretch. Don Meade had Gentle Knight 
in front from the break, trailed by Sunador (112) 
and Slapdash (115), while Roustabout, ridden by 
Alfred Robertson, was far out of it for five- 
eighths. When Gentle Knight reached the stretch 
he was leading by four lengths, and both Walls 
on Sunador and Kurtsinger on Slapdash went 
into a fruitless drive to bring him back. Mean- 
while Robertson had worked Roustabout up on 
the outside into second position, and the bay colt 
closed with a rush that cut Gentle Knight off a 
few strides from the wire, winning by a head. 
Sunador was third, 10 lengths back of the lead- 
ers, and three lengths ahead of Slapdash. The 
winner was favorite at 8-5. Time, :23, :46%, 
1:11%, 1:24%4, track fast.

The nineteenth running of the Meadowbrook 
Steeplechase Handicap ($1,500 added, 4-year-olds 
and upward, about 216 miles) at Belmont Park 
en Thursday, June 7, saw the 10-year-old Arc 
Light (146) in his sixth year of campaigning for 
J. FE. Widener, gallop in a length ahead of *Irish 
Bullet (159), after waiting in second place 
throughout most of the race. Bagatelle (135) 
the only other starter, went lame after the ninth 
fence and was pulled up. By winning the 
Meadowbrook, in which he placed third in 1933, 
Are Light, which already held the American 


record for money won by horses never raced on 
the flat, raised his total earnings to $116,795, 
*Irish Bullet led over the sixteenth and last jump, 
but the veteran son of *Archaic made up ground 
in the stretch to win by a length after a hard 
drive.

For the second successive year the Greentree 
Stable found a 2-year-old to double the Juvenile 
Stakes with the National Stallion Stakes ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds, five furlongs, Widener 
Course) when Plat Eye (122) beat out Mrs. Isa- 
bel Dodge Sloane’s Psychic Bid (122) and Young 
Native (122) at Belmont Park Saturday, June 11, 
under a rousing stretch ride by Silvio Coucci, to 
win by two lengths. The *Chicle colt was away 
first, but Jockey Bobby Jones rushed Psychic Bid 
into the lead in the first quarter. Young Native, 
which had been bumped off his stride at the start 
by St. Bernard (117), was third, lapped on Plat 
Eye, as the remaining entries, St. Bernard (117), 
Bachelor Dinner (122), and Gold Buckle (117) 
trailed back of the leaders. At the head of the 
stretch Psychic Bid seemed a winner, with Young 
Native matching stride for stride with the Green- 
tree ace, but Coucci, pulling in to the sail, 
dropped young Native away and began to over- 
haul Psychic Bid. Jones went to a drive on the 
Sloane entry, but Plat Eye continued to gain, 
and crossed the finish line two lengths in front, 
still strongly driven. Psychic Bid finished four 
lengths ahead of his stablemate, which led St.

AQUEDUCT AND EMPIRE CITY 


Encouraged by the success of the meetings at 
Jamaica and Belmont Park, the Queens County 
Jockey Club Monday of this week opened its 21- 
day meeting at Aqueduct with greater hopes than 
at any time in recent years. Programs consist of 
$900 races, liberally interspersed with events of 
higher value. A steeplechase is scheduled daily. 
Feature of the first day was the Carter Handicap, 
renewed this year as an overnight race with a 
value of $1,200 added. The winner was the 8-to-1 
outsider Open Range, a 3-year-old carrying only 
95 pounds. Halcyon was second and the favorite 
Okapi, under top weight of 118 pounds, third. 
First of the early-closing events of the meeting 
will be the Queens County Handicap, set for Sat- 
urday of this week. The Dwyer Stakes will be 
run June 23, Great American Stakes, June 30, 
Brooklyn Handicap, July 4, the closing day. Dark 
Secret, star distance performer of last year, is 
understood to be pointing for the Brooklyn. 

While the Aqueduct meeting is progressing the 
Empire City track in Westchester County will 
be in the process of preparation for a meeting on 
a higher scale than ever before attempted at the 
Butler course. The $900 minimum purse sched- 
ule will prevail, as at other New York courses, 
with $1,200 overnight features. Betting facili- 
ties, it is claimed, will be more convenient than at 
other New York tracks. Stakes for the meeting, 
which opens July 5, were announced last week as 
follows, with entries closing June 15:, 

July 5 Empire City Handicap, $5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 114 miles. 

July 14 Knickerbocker Handicap, $2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, 1 1-16 miles. 

July 21. Yonkers eee. $2,500 added, 3-year-olds 

and up, 1 1-16 miles. 

July 28 East View Stakes, $2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 
5*, furlongs. 


RICHARDS SUES BEEBER 


Isidore Beeber, owner of the B. B. Stable, was 
arrested June 9 on an order obtained by Dr. 
Clarerice R. Richards, formerly veterinarian for 
The Jockey Club, in connection with a $175,000 
suit for libel and slander filed by Dr. Richards. 
The arrest order, obtained on June 7, was issued 
by Supreme Court Justice Ernest E. L. Hammer, 
on representation by Dr. Richards’ attorneys 
that the defendant intended to move his stable 
to Rockingham Park, and would be out of the 
jurisdiction of the court in the event that a 
judgment were filed against him. 

The suit is based on an allegation by Dr. 
Richards that he has been ruined professionally 
as a result of oral and written accusations made 
by Beeber. Dr. Richards charges that the ac- 
cusalions began after he had refused to permit 
withtrawal of Beeber’s The Heathen from a race 
in which it was entered on October 25, 1933. 


BURGOO KING’S COME-BACK 

On June 11, 1932, shortly after a disappointing 
failure to figure in the running of the Withers 
Stakes, Col. E. R. Bradley’s Derby and Preak- 
hess winner, Burgoo King, was found to have 
bowed a tendon. Since then until this spring he 
has been under almost constant diathermy treat- 
ment. May 7 of this year he was brought back 
to the track, finishing second in an allowance 
race at Churchill Downs. At Belmont Park on 


May 17 he ran third behind Spy Hill and Faireno, 
and on June 1 scored an easy victory over 
Changeling and The Porter at the same track. 
Last Wednesday he repeated by running away 
with the Fair Play Handicap ($1,200 added, 3- 
year-olds and upward, 11g miles). With Don 
Meade up, the 5-year-old son of Bubbling Over 
took a three-length lead in the first quarter, 
shook off a mild challenge from Golden Way, 
whicr he was conceding six pounds, and won 
by two lengths with Meade sitting still. The 
time over a fast track was 1:5015. He was im- 
mediately hailed as an important addition to the 
handicap division. 

Brokers Tip, back at Idle Hour Farm because 
of a filled ankle, is undergoing diathermy treat- 
ment. 


DAILY RUNNING HORSE SUSPENDED 


Early in May, 1921, there appeared on the 
newsstands of New York City a small green 
paper called Daily Running Horse, edited by Roi 
Tolleson, a roaring rhetorician who styled him- 
self El Rio Rey. In the first issue El Rio Rey 
picked the Kentucky Derby one-two (Behave 
Yourself, Black Servant) and named six winners 
at Jamaica; next day, six more winners at Ja- 
maica; third day, the entire card again. The 
“Green Sheet’? became a_ sensational success. 
Under Tolleson’s aggressive management its cir- 
culation ran up rapidly. It is claimed to have 
earned about half a million dollars before it was 
merged with The Morning Telegraph in May, 
1926. Shortly after the merger the name of 
Daily Running Horse was eliminated from the 
masthead. 

In February, 1927, a second Daily* Running 
Horse, not connected with the previous one, was 
started. This paper in the winter of 1928-29 
came into the hands of Moses L. Annenberg and 
his associates in the control of the syndicate of 
papers which now has a virtual monopoly on the 
detailed news of horse racing in the United 
States. When The Morning Telegraph came 
under the Annenberg control, New York City 
had three racing papers under virtually the same 
management, the third being the New York edi- 
tion of Daily Racing Form. That was an expen- 
sive set-up, but all three papers were maintained 
until last week. On Saturday, June 9, Daily Run- 
ning Horse carried on its front page an an- 
nouncement that it was “suspending independent 
publication with this issue’ because of “rapidly 
increasing production costs.’’ Norris Royden and 
the selectors Purchase and Phar Lap were trans- 
ferred to Daily Racing Form, Charles Hatton and 
the selectors Harold F. Walsh and Carmac to 
The Morning Telegraph. 

Roi Tolleson, spectacular, but dead in earnest, 
is now publishing in New York another green- 
paper publication called Racing Star Weekly. All 
this spring he has been promising his readers 
that next year there will be a new racing daily 
in New York.

LATONIA 


N increase in public interest has been noticed 

at Latonia as the meeting has progressed, 
but the increase has been enough to give the 
management no more than a very mild encourage- 
ment. Crowds continue to be quite small. Last 
Saturday’s gathering at the Covington course 
was estimated in the newspapers at 15,000, but 
the estimate appeared extremely liberal to a rep- 
resentative of THE BLOOD-HORSE who was pres- 
ent. The pari-mutuel play is very small. 

The racing secretary has been having difficulty 
throughout the meeting in recruiting enough en- 
tries to fill out a program of eight races daily. 
During the latter part of last week the track was 
muddy from numerous showers, and scratches 
necessitated a few substitute races. There is 
just now considerable sickness among the horses 
stabled at Latonia. Some stables are almost in- 
capacitated and a few horses are desperately ill. 

Winner of last Saturday’s feature, the Quick- 
step Handicap, was Advising Anna, which Jack 
Howard had shipped down from Chicago to cap- 
ture the event. The Cincinnati Trophy will be 
run Saturday of this week. 


ADVISING ANNA SCORES EASILY 

Splashing over a muddy track at Latonia 
Saturday, June 9, Mrs. Jack Howard’s handsome 
namesake, Advising Anna, carried the top weight 
of 115 pounds to victory in the Quickstep Han- 
dicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, six 
furlongs). Nearly four lengths back, Laffoon and 
Yeiser’s Shepherd Boy (102) captured the place 
position by a scant nose from W. E. Smith’s 
Likewise (3-y-o, 109), with J. W. Parrish’s New 
Deal (3-y-0, 106) only a head behind.

THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

Approximately 30 members of the Thorough. 
bred Club of America met for luncheon in the 
clubhouse at Latonia at noon last Saturday, 
June 9, as the guests of M. J. Winn and Maurice 
Galvin, of the Latonia Jockey Club and Ameri- 
can Turf Association. Mr. Winn could not be 
present but Mr. Galvin acted as host to the 
visitors. There was no program, but the meet- 
ing was the occasion for much discussion of the 
possibility of a fall meeting at Lexington under 
the auspices of the Thoroughbred Club. As mat- 
ters stand, there is little prospect of racing this 
fall in Kentucky, and American Turf Associa- 
tion officials have let the Thoroughbred Club 
understand that they would be glad to see a 
meeting at Lexington on a sporting basis. There 
is even a possibility that either the Breeders’ 
Futurity or Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, or, 
conceivably, both, might be run off at Lexing- 
ton, since it is taken for granted that any at- 
tempt to offer a meeting at Louisville or Latonia 
this fall would end in financial loss. 


DEATH OF RODY PATTERSON 

Rody Pattersen, 66, native of Lexington, died 
June 6 at his home in Bedford, O., and his body 
was interred in the family lot in Lexington 
Cemetery June 9. He was a brother of the late 
Charles T. Patterson, noted as the trainer of 
Ornament and *Omar Khayyam and other good 
Thoroughbreds, and of Kimball Patterson, also 
a noted trainer, who divides his time between 
New York and California tracks, now being on 
the Pacific Coast. A third brother was George 
Patterson. Rody Patterson's first connection with 
racing was as a trainer and driver of light har- 
ness horses. He campaigned the famous pacer 
Bessemer, which was a sensation on the Grand 
Circuit about 1890. When he _ transferred his 
training activities to the runners he had good 
success for a time, but illness came upon him and 
for the last several years he had been unable to 
pursue his profession. 


OWNER AND HORSES RULED OFF 

The following ruling was announced by River- 
side Park stewards at the Kansas City track 
June 9: 

Cc. L. Jordon and the horses Texas Knight and Jib 
Boom are ruled off the Turf for the offense of leaving 
Riverside Park without the permission of the stewards 
after entering Texas Knight in the fourth race for 
Saturday. 


CALIFORNIA BREEDERS’ FUTURITY 

Racing Secretary Webb Everett at Tanforan 
has fashioned the conditions for the first running 
of the California Breeders’ Futurity. It is to be 
for foals of 1983 (now yearlings) to race as 
2-year-olds in December 1935. The distance is to 
be one mile. Entrance fee is $10 and there will 
be $100 additional to start. The amount of money 
to be added is yet to be determined. The inten- 
tion of the breeders proposing the event is to 
eventually have the mares nominated before 
foaling. 


COMMISSION RULINGS 

As of May 24, the Texas Racing Commission 
reinstated Trainer J. Rigione, suspended at the 
Epsom Downs spring meeting, on the charge that 
the horse Sand Runner was stimulated; revoked 
jockey license of Frank Law and P. Wilhoit, and 
refused jockey license to Lester Dye.

DERBY WEEK 

ATURDAY, June 16, marks the climax of the 

first of Detroit’s three 41-day meetings which, 
placed end to end, comprise a meeting of 123 
days of racing at the Fair Grounds course. On 
that day the $25,000 added Detroit Derby will be 
decided. Of the 77 nominations for the 1 3-16- 
mile event, the probable starters include Caval- 
cade, Discovery, Mata Hari, Chicstraw, Roust- 
about, Swiftsport, Bien Fait, Plight, Patchpocket, 
Time Clock and possibly Peace Chance. Bien 
Fait emerged as a likely candidate for the Derby 
when he won the Michigan Cup Handicap last 
Saturday in one of the fastest races of the 
season. 

The track continues to enjoy fair success. About 
15,000 were on hand last Saturday. Week-day 
crowds are usually estimated at about 5,000. 
Henry Dattner, a large stockholder, was quoted 
last week to the effect that the daily turnover in 
the pari-mutuels has averaged $175,000 to date 
and that more than $300,000 was wagered on Me- 
morial Day. A story, apparently originated at 
another track, was making the rounds last week 
that the Detroit Racing Association would not go 
through with its next 41-day meeting. While 
in’ New York last week Clarence (King) Lehr is- 
sued a positive denial that the meeting would 
“fold up” or that purses would be cut. “If any- 
thing,”” he said, ‘‘we will increase the purses.” 


Taking an early lead which was never seriously 
challenged, the Corsicana Stable’s Bien Fait 
(3-y-o, 103) scored an easy six-length victory 
over a good-sized field in the first running of the 
Michigan Cup Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and upward, 1% miles) Saturday, June 9, at 
Detroit, setting a new track record of 1:50 for 
14% miles. Patchpocket (3-y-o, 106) offered mild 
opposition in the final three-eighths, but weak- 
ened to finish a poor third. Old Depot (100), 
coupled with Teralice (109) as the Bartelstein 
entry, made up for a slow start by coming up 
with considerable loss of ground to beat the tir- 
ing Patchpocket for the place, but was unable 
to menace the winner. Trailing the leaders in 
order were Watch Him (115), Elf Lock (3-y-o, 
100), Teralice (109), Bamboula (107), Rip Van 
Winkle (110), Big Beau (112), Strideaway (108) 
and Sabula (106).

MAY BE TOO SHORT 

George Krehbiel, in The Detroit News, says 
that at least six of the nine runners for the 
American Derby will be starters for the Detroit 
Derby June 16. He names Cavalcade, Mata Hari, 
Discovery, Singing Wood, Patchpocket and 
Anarchy. “In as much as the Detroit Derby is 
a sixteenth of a mile shorter than either the 
Kentucky Derby or American Derby,” says he, 
“Mata Hari is certain to make a better showing 
than she did in either of those events. . .

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MATE’S BEST ENGLISH RACE 


IVE years ago the Coronation Cup, a mile- 

and-a-half weight-for-age fixture at Epsom 
Downs on the Thursday between the Derby and 
the Oaks, provided an important preliminary 
race for the American-owned Reigh Count in 
his preparation for Ascot’s famous Gold Cup. The 
Hertz colt finished first, a short head in front of 
Athford, then went on to finish second to Inver- 
shin in the Gold Cup. 

In last week’s renewal of the Coronation Cup, 
A. C. Bostwick’s Mate, veteran campaigner, also 
in preparation for the Ascot Gold Cup, lost a 
three-quarter length decision to Sir R. Brooke’s 
King Salmon. Mate, made favorite at 21-20, 
carried top weight of 132 pounds, giving three 
pounds to the 4-year-old winner, and six to 
Chatelaine, the only other starter, winner of last 
year’s Oaks, which finished four lengths farther 
back. Mate just failed to get up in a game 
stretch drive after following the pace closely 
from the start. His showing stands comparison 
with that of Reigh Count in 1929. Mate’s next 
start, presumably, will be in the Gold Cup 
June 21.

LIGHT BROCADE WINS THE OAKS 


Taking their cue, possibly, from the Derby 
result, in which the heavily backed favorite was 
defeated by a candidate which figured to have 
better stamina, the crowd at Epsom Downs on 
Friday, June 8, almost at the last minute changed 
favorites for the Oaks renewal. Sir George Bul- 
lough’s Campanula, best 2-year-old of last season 
and winner of the One Thousand Guineas this 
year, had ruled as the public choice in all early 
wagering, but the rush of money on Lord Dur- 
ham’s Light Brocade shortly before post time 
left her favorite at 7 to 4, virtually the same as 
the starting price against Colombo. Campanula 
closed at 9 to 4. 

Light Brocade, ridden by the veteran Austra- 
lian jockey ‘“Brownie’’ Carslake, fully justified 
the support she had received. At the finish of the 
156th running of the world-famous filly race she 
was a length and a half ahead of Z. G. Micha- 
linos’ Zelina, a capable daughter of Blandford 
which had made her racing debut this season and 
had not been beaten except by Windsor Lad, later 
winner of the Derby. Lord Astor’s Instantaneous, 
well named daughter of Hurry On and Picture, by 
Gainsborough, was third, a half-length behind 
Zelina. Campanula was fourth in the field of 
seven. 

Trainer of the Oaks winner was the Hon. 
George Lambton, dismissed last year from the 
service of Lord Derby after 30 years as trainer 
and manager for the Earl and his late father. 
It was his fourth success as trainer of an Oaks 
winner. The others were Canterbury Pilgrim 
(1896), Keystone II (1906), Beam (1927). The 
last-named is closely related to this year’s win- 
ner as she is by Galloper Light (sire of Light 
Brocade) out of Mistrella (third dam of Light 
Brocade). 

Light Brocade ran four times last year, was 
unplaced in her first start, then won in succes- 
sion the Molecomb Stakes, Convivial Plate and 
Cheveley Park Stakes. In the Free Handicap she

The other three, in the order of 
their appearance, were *Jo Zach Miller, winner 
of races in the United States; Dorigen, winner of 
last year’s Lincolnshire Handicap under record 
weight and sold for 6,600 guineas; and Scarlet 
Tiger, which figured among last year's best 
3-year-olds in England. 


DUPLEX WINS FRENCH DERBY 


Leon Volterra, a comparative newcomer to the 
sport of racing, saw his entries, Duplex and 
Admiral Drake, finish first and third respective- 
ly in the Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) 
at Chantilly last Sunday, June 10, four days after 
the running of the English Derby at Epsom. 
Between the two Volterra colts at the finish was 
Andre Schwob’s Pons Legend, beaten a length 
and a half for first money. The victory of Duplex 
was very much of a surprise, and the pay-off 
on winning bets was at the rate of 78 francs 
for five. The purse had a gross value of 250,000 
francs, about $16,500 at current exchange rates.

Last 
Sunday Mr. Widener again won the Prix du Lys, 
this time with Verset, son of Bruleur and Versa- 
tile, by Chaucer. Verset is a half-brother to the 
crack 2-year-old Vermeil, by Blenheim.

King George V of England has sold his 5-year- 
old brown horse Fox-earth, by Foxlaw out of 
Wireless, by Hurry On from Vain Air, by Ayr- 
shire, and it is reported that he is to go to New 
Zealand to enter the stud. 


Madame Fockenberghe’s L’Indigene, 4-year- 
old, by Priori—-Tontaine, by Dominion, evidenced 
his staying ability by winning the Prix Rainbow 
of 5,000 meters at Longchamp May 21, wherein 
there was good pace all the way. 


Colombo was left in the Grand Prix de Paris, 
about two miles, to be run June 26, but since his 
failing to stay the mile and a half in the Epsom 
Derby it is hardly to be expected that he will 
cross the English Channel for the Big race at 
Paris. 


Rossendale, by St. Frusquin—Menda, by Galli- 
nule, died recently in Australia as a result of 
having run a nail into his foot. He was imported 
to Australia after a few seasons in the stud in 
England. He generally ranked high on Austra- 
lia’s sire list, but never topped it. 

Mea Culpa, Sir Victor Sassoon’s filly which 
won the Youngsters Stakes at the Curragh, Ire- 
land, recently, is by Coronach out of Little Cyn, 
by Friar Rock out of Zev’s dam, Miss Kearney, 
by *Planudes. Little Cyn was purchased by Sir 
Victor from the Coldstream Stud of C. B. Shaffer 
at Lexington in 1929 and sent to England. 

The stable of Baron Eduard de Rothschild, 
trained by Lucien Robert, in France, is in rare 
form. While Brantome is the leader of the string, 
Zenodore, which won the Prix Noailles, produce 
stakes, at Longchamp May 21, is a good second 
to the undefeated Brantome. The stable has a 
third good colt in Le Var. 

Caligula, winner of the St. Leger Stakes of 
1920, died recently in Germany, where he spent 
the latter years of his generally unsuccessful stud 
career and where he was the subject of litigation 
extending over several years. Caligula was a grey 
horse by The Tetrarch out of Snoot (second dam 
of American Flag), by Perigord. 

American-owned horses ran first and second 
in a mile-and-a-half race at Kempton Park June 
9. Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s American-bred On 
Post was first, half a length ahead of Mrs. Cor- 
lette Glorney’s Effaceable, with Lord Derby’s 
Thrapston third. On Post went to the post at 
8 to 1. It was the second flat race win of the 
year in England for the son of On Watch. 

M. Grammont’s Hong Cop, 4-year-old, by 
Checkmate—-Veradale, by Rossendale, won the 
Grand Steeplechase d’Enghien in France, May 
19, marking his sixth successive victory. In that 
race he beat the best in France, but he was so 
tired that he pulled up 30 yards past the finish and 
stood dead still, against a hedge, for three or 
four minutes, before walking slowly back. His 
legs were evidently dead under him. He dis- 
played unusual gameness and intelligence. 

Alcazar, which recently won the Penrhyn Cup 
in England for William Woodward, Chairman of 
The Jockey Club, New York, is by Achtoi out of 
the American mare, Priscilla Garter, by *Omar 
Khayyam. Alcazar was bred in Ireland by Mr. 
Wcodward and is the first of his breeding on the 
other side of the Atlantic to win for him, though 
he has won a number of good races in England 
with horses sent from this country or bought out 
of sales in England, as was Brown Betty. Mr. 
Woodward has now in Ireland a number of 
mares by *Sir Gallahad III, which this season 
visited good sires in that country.

NEW ORLEANS FAIR GROU NDS 


T Detroit last week Judge Joseph A. Murphy, 

as trustee of the group which purchased the 
New Orleans Fair Grounds from Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley and have since been operating the plant unde 
the name of the Crescent City Jockey Club, sent 
a statement of the financial condition of the 
trust to the members thereof. At the same time 
he gave his associates three alternatives. He 
stated to them that he had recently spent a day 
at Idle Hour Farm with Colonel Bradley and 
Col. John P. Sullivan and that he had made a 
request for extension of the time of the next 
payment, which was due June 1, until economic 
conditions would improve. He _ said Colonel 
Bradley had granted an extension of the time 
for the payment to July 1 and that he would 
expect it to be made on that date. Judge 
Murphy has now told his associates that it is up 
to the members of the trust to match their 
original subscriptions—-which he is willing to 
co—which will amply finance the proposition; or 
to sell to the highest bidder the equity now held 
by the trust in the property and surrender to 
the purchaser the contract now held with Colonel 
Bradley; or to return the property intact to 
Colonel Bradley and liquidate the trust and the 
Crescent City Jockey Club, both of which are 
without debt.
